THE CZAB OF BUSSIA. 

Ills Symptoms Are Said to lie Most Unfavor- 
able— Marriage of the Czarewltch 
Fostpoued. 

Vienna, Oct. 3 —A dispatch from St. 
Petersburg says tho marriage of tho Czaro- 
witch to Princoea Alii of Hoaae haa again 
been postponed. This latest poatponoment 
is due to the illness of the Czar. No aubao- 
quent date is given but lb is expected that 
tbe marriage will not occur until next Juno. 

London, Oct. 3— A diapatoh to the 
Standard from Berlin states tbat Professor 
Leyden has expressed himself regarding the 
Gztr's condition as decidedly unfavorable to 
the imperial patient. The doctor thinks 
His Majesty may possibly recover if he is 
kept in good spirits and hia strength la main- 
tained. Professor Leyden diagnosed the 
Czar's ailment as Bright's disease in an ad- 
vanced stage. 

On the other hand tbe Vienna Tagblatt 
maintains, on the authority of a Russian 
diplomat, that tho Czir is suffering from 
neurasthenia, coupled witb anaemia in addi- 
tion to kidney diaeaso. The Czar'a condi 
tion, it ia said, was made worse by a cold, 
which he caught two nights before leaving 
St. Petersburg. He went to tho telegraph 
oflico in the winter palace at 1 o'clock in the 
morning and dictated a meaaago to Abbus 
Tuman in the Caucasus concerning the health 
of his favorite son, George, and waited an 
hour and a holf in the dark, bare ofBoo for a 
reply from the doctor. Ho was nob satis- 
fied with the reply, and returning to 
his bedroom threw himaelf into on arm 
chair and wept. Ho cried, " Oh, God, 
what have I done to bo bo severely pun- 
ished ?" Tho Czar oould not sleep through 
thinking of hia aon George. During the 
first night of his stay iu Ooorgo's reiiidence 
in Spala, the Czar arose from hia bed, went 
to hia aon'a room and watched hia eloepiog 
aon for a long time. When returning to 
his room he went through a cold passage 
and was attacked with rheumatism, which 
made b:a condition atill worse. It is said 
that ho greatly prefers George to the 
Czarewitch. 

Advicea received by great financial houaoa 
in London are understood to confirm the 
worst news conoerning the condition of tho 
Czar of Russia, Hia Majesty's condition ia 
said to be hopeleea and hia death can he de- 
layed but a few months. Tho general 
opinion in thia city coincidea with that ex- 
pressed in Paris and Berlin, to the effect 
that the aocession to the throne of the 
Czarewltch will result in depriving France 
of a friend. Persons closely associated with 
tbe Czarewitob believe that when he as- 
cends the throne he will materially alter tbe 
policy pursued by bis father and will oulti- 
ato cordial relations with England and 
C'snnany and bold aloof from France. 

The fluctuation in tbe price of French 
ontes during the week is attributed to the 
improsaion that the Czir'a death would 
cause a tremendous fall in prices. 



TURKS IN ARMENIA. 

Ottoman Troops Altackoil by Natives With 
Disastrous Kesults— Terribly 
.Severe Weather. 

Vienna, Oct. .'i — Advices from Erz3rcum, 
Armenia, say that the Turkish and Iviirdiah 
aoldiory at Sassun have boon attacked by 
the people of that region and more than 
throo hundred of ihoin killed and wounded. 
Tho Turkiali troopa are ropresontod 
being iu a pitiabln condition, 
heir euiroritnga being greatly in- 
creased by tho aevoro weather pre- 
vailing. Four inohoa of snow foil in tho 
district of Salsborg yesterday, and at la- 
obil snow fell for eight hours without ces- 
sation. The people are greatly in fear of 
avaianohes.

The diatribution of coupons for voting up- 
on the beat display is now made as 
tickets are aold, and the confusion and pos- 
sibility of dishonesty present on the open- 
ing day are no longer in view. Everybody 
longs for a little sunshine — only this and no- 
thing more. 

Tbe second day of the exhibition was more 
successful in point of numbers than the first, 
despite the weather. Everything had set- 
tled into harness and was running smoothly 
and quietly, the only especial now features 
being the exhibits of Davidge & Co., and the 
Cold Storage Company. Tbe order preserved 
in the grounds and in the building la good, 
and there is an entire absence of many ob- 
jectionable features common to such coca- 
sions.

FIBATES AND FBEBB00TEB8. 

startling Adventures of South American Gold 
Hunters— The Fate of Several Eiplor- 
ation Parties. 

New York, Oot. 3.— Additional advices 
were received yesterday by the steamer 
Madiana, which arrived from West Indian 
ports, regarding tho gold fovor in the dis- 
puted country between iiruzil and French 
Guiana. The colonists in the latter province 
aro on a hunt for gold, and there are thou- 
sands of pirates and freebooters waiting for 
them to find it and ready tn rob them of it. 
Tho government of French Guiana is power- 
losa to protect them because of tho interna- 
tional dispute over tho country. Already 
tho pirates have begun their work, acoord- 
ing to tho news received. Several expedi- 
tions have left for tbe gold fields from 
French Martinique and Gnadalonpe 
in the West Indies, three days' 
sail north of Guiana. The first ex- 
pedition which left Gaadalo«)pe was 
conducted by Messrs. Dsroment, Birot and 
L tngelier, who took three negro servants 
with them. When they reached the gold 
country their veisel waa attacked by pirates 
and Langelior and the three negroes were 
killed. Tbe other two managed to escape 
witb their lives. Another expedition from 
Martinique mob with a similar disastor, 
Thia party was returning from tho gold 
country when it was attacked and all its 
pnaaeasions and whatever gold it had was 
stolon by tho pirates, who also took the 
veaaol. The party had to journey book to 
Cayenne on foot, and it waa only after a 
month of hardohipa and suffering, travora- 
ing tho forcata and swamp', that they ar- 
rived in a horrible condition. M. Pierre, 
head of tho aurvoying bureau at Cayenne, 
left thero for "El Dorado" wooka ogo and 
has not been heard from since. Tho govern- 
or ond his frienda are anxious about tho fato 
of M. Herald. In the meantime tho French 
troops and gunboats are waiting for word 
from the freebooters.

The Baseball Game Won by the TisUors 
After a Plucky Straggle. 

Tho baseball game at the Fair grounda 
yesterday, which was the especial feature of 
America'a day, and in which tho ropreaenta- 
tive teams of Seottle and Victoria were the 
contestonts, was undertaken uuder tho most 
disadvantagaoua circumstances imaginable. 
The ground was in a miserable condition, be- 
ing soaked through clear to the other side, 
and there was a constant drizzle falling 
which aonietimes assumed the dimensiona of 
a young deluge. 

The Seattle team, under the management 
of Mr. Phil. A. Kelly and the captaincy of 
Mr. M. Atkinson, arrived on tho field 
prompt at one o'clock. Victoria did not 
put in an appearance until some time later, 
and a little farther delay, not unmixed with 
annoyanee, was oooasioned by the absence of 
Partridge and Wrigleawarth of the home 
combination. However, as both teams were 
anxious for the fray, no time was lost, 
Deasy and Mallandaine being taken from 
among tho spectators and placod in right 
and left field respectively. 

Then the game began. Let those who 
(ay baseball does not interest Vioturianfi re- 
main silent hereafter. All doubts upon thia 
score were forever dispelled by tho audi- 
ence of yesterdoy, who roofed a grassy 
grand ataud with umbrellaa, warmed them- 
Bolvas with their own enthusiasm, and 
cheered to the echo tho good plays of the 
day.

THE EXPERIMENTAL FABM. 

Hakes a Splendid Showing as Uanal— Some- 
thing About the Cereals. 

"With an educative objeot in view, Mr. 
Sharpe of the Experimental Farmi Agassiz, 
haa for tho benefit of the farmers placed on 
view an exhibit of graina in the straw and 
threshed ; apples, pears and potatoes. All 
of theso were grown on the farm under his 
auperviaion. Hia idea has not been to show 
the finest products of the farm but to give a 
good gontral exhibit that will be ustful. 
Wheat, barley and oata in the straw are 
neatly arranged for inspection. New vari- 
eties of croea bred Spring wheat form an in- 
teresting thow in theinaelvoe. Some of 
them are vsry fine. The Spring wheats aro 
tho result of tho tirat year's croaa, ao no 
opinion upon their reepeotivo nierita oan bo 
given yet. They are in many inatancea very 
promising, however. New Fall wheat such 
as Willeta' carmen for example, promiaea 
well. In barley, Canadian velvet chaff 
seems to bo the beat of tho lot, with hand- 
some long heada and well tilled grain. In 
oMa some of tho now variotiea 
have given good satisfaction. Tweiity-aix 
variotiea are ehown. American iUuner, 
Abundance and other kinda have given 
very satiafaotory results to tho farmers to 
whom the farm has sent out many samples. 
All the barleya shown are now. Phere are 
"20 varieties of hybrids in tho exhibit. Some 
Mr. Sharpe expecta to prove remarkably auc- 
ceeaful up country aa fodder tho atraw being 
long and tho hoads well developed. In the 
threshed grain 100 atandard variotiea are 
ahown. Uuke of Albany ia a variety of gar- 
den pea new to thia part of the country, but 
certain to prove a favorite. It is large, the 
poda are well 611od, and it ia a good keeper, 
lilaok Brio oata and Joanette aro some of tho 
fJneat kinda of oata ahown. A new fodder 
plant of which a specimen is shown in Syl- 
vestris Lathyria Wagneri or flat pea. 
This is partionlarly adapted for the 
dry climate of the interior. Tho 
roots are six feet long and it grows with 
wonderful luxuriance. The firat year 
growth is very feeble and apparently 
cliaheartening, but at tho end of threo yoara 
the plant grows aeven or eight foot long and 
furnishes a moat valuable food for cattle. It 
is said that it can stand two seasona' very 
severe drouth and yet furnish a plentiful 
supply of feed. Six varieties of new seed- 
ling potatbca and 60 varieties of apples com- 
plete tho exhibit. Average speclmons show- 
ing what varieties of applea aro most affected 
by spotting give a good idea of what it is 
well to avoid growing and what ia advisable 
for the orchard. For inatauce, the winter 
St. I,»wrencu ahovva apota badly, while 
< Irimea' Golden though aniidl, ia very free 
from that trouble. .Specimens of Warner'e 
King apple aro ahown live inchoH in di- 
lunoior. The Salomo is a wonderful keeper 
aa a winter applo. It ia fit for table uao in 
February, and Mr. Sharpe had aomo in .Sep- 
tember (|uite Bound, though grown tho pre- 
vioua year. 

Tho general exhibit of graina at the fair 
thia year, though not nearly aa exlenaive aa 
could havo been given by the farmers, ia of 
excellent quality. Oftta, barley wheat and 
rye are aa hue aa one could wlah to aoo. 

Too high pruiao cannot bo given tho voge- 
tublea. The parsnips ahown Ly Mr. Had- 
win are simply maguiScont, amooth and 
well grown. Turnips are also very fine and if 
the onions are aa good for the complexion as 
they are said to be, the fair aex can do no 
butter than eat tho home-grown article, un- 
less they prefer the Caqneiline whioh Mr. 
Mitchell ia ahowing in Langley & Co.'s dis- 
play in the manufactures department. Forty 
diffwent varieties of vegetables shown 
by Campbell A Fraser would carry away 
prizeB in any abow. The collection of the 
Cowiohan and Salt Spring Agricultural As- 
sociation ia also far above tho average.

TBW EXHIBITION. 

This year's Exhibition is for this Province 
aa undoubtedly tiao one — conaidorably but- 
tor in iniiny respecta than any that has over 
before boea hold in any part of it. The dia- 
pogal of the exhibits is exceedingly taate- 
fnl, and does great credit to both the exhi- 
bitors and tho managing committoo. Tho 
Exhibition ia beautiful and attractive, which 
is a great thing, but what ia better and 
more to the purpose ic ia remarkable for 
the nnmber and the variety of ite exhibita. 
Those who do not know what has been go- 
ing on in the Provloce of late years will be 
Burpriaed to find tho perfection which haa 
been attained by many local manufacturera. 
The articles they make are as good of their 
different kinda as any that are produced in 
the Dominion or, in fact, anywhere else. A 
finer display and a greater variety of soaps 
coald hardly be fonnd in any Canadian city. 
The same may be said of confectionery, 
saddlery and trunka, broad and every var- 
iety of biscuit, boots and shoes, wagons and 
vehiolea of many kinds. The manufaoture of 
jama and canned frnita baa grown rapidly, 
and the artiolea produced oan compare 
IsTorably with any to be found on 
this side of the Atlantic. The exhibits, 
.many of them very beautiful and artistic, 
show that tho arts of printing and 
lithography have advanced farther 
than could be thought possible in so 
young a province. Mitny of the speoimena 
would have been oreditable to the best es- 
tablishments of tho oldest cities. In tho 
munufacture of vinegar, eauoes and aummer 
drinks it ia seen by the exhibition that this 
province and this oity have made conaidor- 
able progress. It is evident that pottery in 
all ita branches ia making encouraging ad- 
vances. The manttfaoturers of farniture 
have kept pace with the times, and tho up- 
holaterera show improvement in richneaa of 
material and aleganue of design. The maun- 
faoture of oigara holds ita own and the 
workers in iron have made considerable ad- 
vance and promise to make still further im- 
provements. In the mannfaoture of flour and 
broadstuffa the Province holds its own. 
Homo manufactured paper and paint were 
exhibited this year for the firat time. 
These industries will no doubt grow, 
for the raw materials it both arn found 
in the country in great abuodanoo. Canned 
salmon can hardly bo called a manufdcture, 
but there ia evidence at the exhibition that 
it is advancing;. If liritiah Columbia does 
not become famous for tho excoUence of ita 
beer it will not be because its manufacturers 
want either skill or enterprise. 

It was to be expected that there would bo 
a good display of flowers in Viotoriii, and 6o 
thoro IB, but (ino aa it is, it does not do more 
than juatico to tho gardena and coneerva- 
tories of the city. There is an cxcollont show 
of fruit, both as to quantity and quality, and 
the vegetable exhibit shows that the soil and 
climate of tho Province aro all that tho heart 
of tho most outhuaiaatic gardener could 
wish. Tho display of farm produce is not 
largo but tho exhibits aro of tho linoat i|uul- 
ily. Perhaps tho most intoroatiug exhibit 
in the building and the most important ia 
that of the Experimental Farm at Agaa 
siz. If anyone wants to know what 
can bo done by skilful and in- 
telligent cultivation in this Provinco ho 
cannot do bettor than examine that uxhibil 
carefully. It containa not only tho ordinary 
grains, roots and vegetables grown on the 
farm, but added to these are many varieties 
of apples, all of thom well matured and 
handsome. Mr. Sharp is ready to explain 
ia the pleasanleat and fullest manner liow 
those lino products are raiaod and wliut tho 
soil of the Experimental Farm, and by oon- 
■eqaenco of the Province, is oapable of pro- 
dttolng. The account that ha gives. Illus- 
trated as it is by tho oxhlbit, proves beyond 
the shadow of a doubt that tho agricultural 
capftbilitiea of the I'roviiico aro very great— 
that tho soil yiolda abundantly and that tho 
variety of its products is greater than of any 
other province of the Dominion, That ex- 
hibit proves that the agricultural land of 
British Columbia oan produce all and more 
than all that its inhabitants can conaume. 

There aro no dairy products in tho oxliihit ; 
those are found in another part of tho build- 
ing, though not in such abundance as could 



bo wiahod. Anyone, howovor, who haa the 
slightest knowledge of farming will be able 
to see that the land whiob oan produce 
such grain and pulse and roots aa Mr- 
Sharp shows, oan yield luxuriantly tho nour- 
ishing grasses that dairy cattle require. 
Thia intoreating exhibit ahowa that if Brit- 
ish Columbia made tho most of ita cultlvat- 
able land, it could have all tho farm produce 
its inhabitants oan consume if its popula- 
tion were ton times as great aa it is at 
proKont. 

A HIGH KSTIilATlS. 

The Toronto Telegram, which is a really 

independent newspaper and which at tiima 
makcB cauatic remarks about tho tiovern- 
ment and auch of its niombora aa it aera 
roaflon to find fault with, ia an admirer of 
Sir John Thompson. It ia convinced that 
the Leader of the Conservative party ia a 
man of great ability, and that bis oharaoter 
ia auch that he may bo relied upon at all 
timoa to do what he oonsoiontiouely beliovea 
to bo right. In a recent issue tho Telegram 
hoars the following testimony to Sir John's 
uprightness and to tho influence he oxeroiaea 
in the Eastern Maritime Provinces, where 
he ia heat known, and in Ontario, where he 
is a comparative stranger, but where he has 
won f,oldon opiniona from all with whom ho 
has come in contact. This ia tho Telegram's 
testimony : 

Sir John Thompson's deolaration that 
Conservative proapects were never brighter 
in tho Maritime Provinces oan be readily 
believed. 

Geniua and integrity of character distin- 
guiah Sir Jolin Thotiipaon and atreugthen 
his party even hero in Ontario where ho ia 
comparatively unknuivn. It is impoaaible 
that tho Conaorvatives can lose under him 
tho lulvantagea which they gained in Nova 
Scotia and Now Brunswick uniicr another 
loader. 

Ontario truala tho Premier and tho pro- 
vinces which huvo known him the longest 
aro not likely to keep from an old friend 
that degree of oonfidouco which tho honeaty 
and genius of Sir John Thompson win from 
new acquaintances. 

True worth ia certain sooner or later to bo 
recognized and appreciated. It is to be re- 
gretted that Sir John Thompson has not 
been able to find time to visit tbis Western 
part of the Dominion. If British Columbian 
Conservatives heard and saw tho Leader of 
their party they would, wo aro certain, see 
in him a man whom they would be proud to 
follow. They would odinire tho eolidity of 
hia judgment, and his discretion, his reason- 
ableness and bis moderation. They would 
then understand how it ia that the bitterest 
enemies of his p»rty can find nothing to say 
against him. It is to be hoped that before 
the next election takes place tho people of 
this Province will have an opportunity of 
seeing and of hearing Sir John Thompson.

WON'T BX PLAIN. 



Tho Grit organa aro Indignant because 
their opponents continue to say that their 
party haa no trade polioy. They scold and 
lecture and complain and abuse, in short 
do everything but make a clear exposition 
of the polioy of their party — that is if it 
has a policy. This squirming and dodging 
ia not at all edifying and not in tho least 
satisfactory to honest enquirera who want to 
know exactly where eaob of the parties 
stands with regard to the trade question. 
Finding fault with the Qovornment'a polioy, 
saying it is this, that and the other, is not 
letting the country know what tho Liberal 
polioy ia. Their condemnation of tho na- 
tional policy implies of course that 
they have aometblog better to offer the peo- 
ple. And this brings us back to the old 
1 1 ueation, What ia it ? The organa oomplain 
that the policy now in operation takes a 
great deal of money out of tho people's 
pockets, but ia the policy which thoy pro- 
pose to Initiate going to take leaa 7 M r, 
Laurier does not say so. He aaya that his 
Government, if he ever has one, will have to 
depend upon Customs duties for a revenue. 
Ho finds fault with the Government for not 
having ooatly public works construoted in 
tho provinces which ho viaita. It is fair to 
infer from this that he does not, if he gets in> 
to power, intund to stop spending the re- 
venue generously on public works. Where 
ia the money to oome from to pay all fixed 
charges, to maintain the public works that 
have been erected, and to comply within 
reasonable bounds with the demand for now 
ones? It wi.l have to be raised by taxation 
in annio aliape. There are oomplainta that 
tho present Government Is not as liberal as 
it ought to be in making improvements 
which tho people of the several provinces 
aay they rc(|uiro. How aro tlie Liborala to 
bo more generous and ut tho eamo timo take 
leas money from tho people in the form of 
taxes ',' The people must not think of free 
trade, Mr. Laurier says, and it can easily bo 
Hcen why. He will want every dollar that a 
turilTaa high as the present one will yield, 
and yet his supporters aro continually spout- 
ing about free trado. Lot uu hoar something 
about this free trade. How are customs 
duti.jB to bo remitted, and yet a revenue suf • 
ficiont for tho purpoaea of the country he 
raised by the imposition of Customs duties? 



THS QATHERINO STORM, 

The first rumbling of the storm that Is to 
break on Reprosontative Wilson's bead is 
heard In tho W'oat. Tho Californlan, Ore- 
gonian and Washington State papers com- 
mont on hia speech at tho London Board of 
Trado banquet with difloront degrees of bit- 
terness and contempt. They all evidently 
consider his being approved hy tho Britibh 
ia quite sullioient of itself to procure hia 
oondcmnation in tho United States. Most 
of them do not think it worth while to 
reason on the subject. It ia (julto aufficleat 
for their readers, they evidently think, to 
know that Mr. Wilson spoke at a British 
Board of Trade banquet, and that what he 
said was obeered by British merchants, to 
justify them In denouncing him aud all his 
party. The atorm has no doubt iiiao com- 
menced in tho East. Wilooii'a api coh will 
be alluded to At every Ropuhlioau meetirg

THE DEPOSED QUEEN. 

Tho dethroned Qaeen of Hawaii has 
proved herself to be one of the most discreet 
persona of her time. She has boon driven 
from a throne to which she believed she had 
a perfect right. She was and is convinced 
that the mujority of her subjects desire to 
ace her at tho heud uf the Government of the 
Hawaiian Islands, jot so far as is known 
she haa not allowed a hasty or an imprudent 
word to pahs her lips. Other dethroned 
monaroha have complained bitterly, the ex- 
queen of the Hawaiian Islands baa been 
silent, or nearly so ; other royal personages 
after they were deposed have thomaolvos 
plotted, and have incited others to plot, to 
procure their restoration, tjuoeu Liliuoka- 
lani has given tho Governmont no 
reason to complain of hor]as a disturber of 
tho peace. Those who are opposed to her and 
who are the aotlvesupporters of thenew gov- 
ernmentreadlly admit that she livea quietly. 
AGovernment paper says : ,"Sho atill firmly 
bslievca in a restoration, and rofuaea to 
take, aa far as wo can learn, tho advice of 
somo of the moat intolligont of her old 
friends, who recommend her to accept the 
situation." It is said that if she gave In her 
adhercnco to tho Government she would re- 
ceive from tho Republic a handaomo allow- 
ance. But she rofuaea all ollors. Her atti- 
tude ia not approved by aomo of her best 
friends. Thoy boliovo that there ia no 
chance of her being restored and 
that it would be best for her, best for 
thom, ond beat for the country if she 
would formally renounce all claims to 
tho throne. " This," a Hawaiian Govern- 
ment paper aaya, " she naturally hositatee 
to do just aa long aa there is tho alighteat 
hope of restoration. That 'she hopes 
against hope ' is of courae to bo expected, 
and she should not bo severely blamed for 
it." That her opponents speak in thia 
kindly and conaiderato manner of tho ex- 
Queen spoaka volumoa for her prudence and 
good sonco and also for their moderation. 

We read that many of the native popula- 
tion of the Islands are taking the oath re- 
quired by law to enable them to exercise the 
right of citizens, hut thoro are, aa far aa wo 
oan find out, atill more who remain loyal to 
tho Queen. But their loyalty ia not of an 
active sort. When they were a large ma- 
jority of the inhabitants of the Islands they 
oould not pluck up courage enough to strike 
a blow for the Queen, and it is not 
likely that thoy will do eo now when thoy 
have become both morally and numerically 
weaker. It la evident that tho President of 
tho Republic haa nothing to fear from the 
Royalist party. Tbis is perhaps the secret 
of the moderation of his Government, and 
the good natured contempt with which they 
regard the Queen and her partlsana. The 
Government of tho Republic is workirg as 
smoothly and eeonia aa aecuro in tho poeact- 
sion of power as if it had been eatabliahed a 
hundred years, and there is no likelihood of 
its being disturbed in the near fature. 

THAT " BACKDOWN." 

Most sensible and right-fooling people will 
say that the Toronto Mail takes tho proper 
view when it aaya : " Somo of tho Western 
nowapapora are saying that tho abandon- 
moat of Sir Charles Hibbert Tuppet'a tour 
was a Government backdown. If a man 
who declines to leave the bedside of bis siok 
children is guilty of a backdown, it is just 
the sort of backdown that should oommand 
admiration." 

It ia, we aro eorry to say, hardly to bo ex- 
pected that the Liberal newspapers will put 
any but tbe very worst and meat spiteful 
construction upon the acta of a Consei^vative 
public man. If it ia at all possible a wrong 
motive ia uaoribod to him whatever he doea 
or refrains from doing.

Tho records of all the sealing catches in 
tho history of the industry have been brok- 
en this year by E. B. Marvin & Co's 
aohooner Triumph, Capt. Clarence Coi, 
which returned homo yoaterday morning 
from her Behring Sea cruise, where, in a 
little over a ir.ouih's hunting, sho secured 
t'le almost incredible number of ■■i,210 skinr, 
giving her the grand total cf 4 fitiO polta for 
tlio aeuson. This is far ahead of all prev- 
ious catches, the nearest approach to it be- 
ing that obtained by Capt. D.ia McLean 
soma years ago when sealing restrictions 
wore not known, the oatob then taken be- 
ing ■l,'20'2. Had it not been for tho fact 
that tho Triumph ran short of salt, C<>pt. 
Cox said that he could have no- 
cured 5 000 skins quite readily. What 
ho has, however, are the choicest 
of skins. The Triumph oarried seventeen 
canoea, which though more than ore gener- 
ally taken, proved to bo exceedingly advan- 
tageous. The ladians manning them wore 
all picked men and not only did tiiey dis- 
tinguish chemaelvos during their laat expe- 
dition but when the 'Triumph was hunting 
on tho coast, early in tho aeason, they took 
greater catch than any other crew. Tho 
)liooner continued sealing until the 9th of 
September anil the following day started 
for Victori^i; but with adverse wea.thor had 
a very tedicua passage. On tho way down 
slio toucliod at Ahouaet and Clayo- 
quot and when oil' the latter 
place tpoko the Seattle achoonor Ainsworlh 
returning homo from tho C'opper Island 
coast with a citch of 1,100 odd skins. The 
Ainoworth had run short of proviaiona, and 
on heaving to was given a Gullic'ont supply 
by the Tiiumph to last her till her voyage 
was ended, ("apt. Cox says there wire tour 
or five Bchoonota following him in but he 
could not Bay whioh they were. A veasel 
ahead of the I'riuniph waa carried by the 
tide towarda .San Ju.in inland. Among the 
aealera r(i[)orted by the Triumph are : I'ho 
Aiuoka on September !) with I .'illO hkina for 
ueapou ; the Sapphire on Sep'oinber 1 with 
I ,,")U0 ; tl e Henrietta on 7th or S .h with about 
TOO, and the Kate. The .Mary Ivlecand others 
were heard trom indlreotly by the Triumph, 
but early in tho season. Apirt from the 
accident to one of I he crow named Callag- 
her, whioh has already boon chronicled, the 
prinolpol item of news reported by the 
Triumph ia that of the grounding of the U S. 
mon-ot war Adams on one of the Pribylofl 
Islands already heard of and soon to bo tho 
subject of inquiry at M jre Island. 

Tho expectations that Captain Baker 
would come home from tho Copper Island 
coast with the largest catch over secured 
thei;e proved right last evening when his 
aohooner, the Pioneer, arrived with 1700 
odcl'skins.

After reaubing there dis- 
agreeable weather prevailed for weeks, but a 
change finally oame and allowed the schoon- 
er finally to lower her boatB,8even in number. 
Go September 13 the schooner started for 
home and came in sight of the straits seven- 
teen days later. On the 25th of the same 
month a terrific gile was encountered. In 
it the vesael's stern boat and davits were 
cirried away as was also some of the railing 
aft to which waa attached tho log.

WMand 200 miles from Peking. Lirgt 
bodies of Chinese troops have bicu druliud 
to that distrtot in tha last few daye to pre- 
vent the .Iiidaueso from landing. 

New 'V'uiiK, Oi;t. —The Herald baa tbe 
following special from Shanghai: " it is 
reported that tho Japanese have osptured 
Kin Lieu Cheng, on iho eastern side of the 
Yttlu rivor, nearly opposite Wiju. A hun- 
dred and fifty thousetad men have been 
gathered at Pekin for the defence of tbe 
city, Hut of this number only seven thousand 
are ctleotivaly armed. Only fifty thousand 
eoldltsrs are available for the defence of the 
province of Chi Li, that of Li Hung Cnang, 
and thoHO are raw levies. A Jupaiioao arn-.y 
hits landed to the north of tho Yellow, orHo 
Hang Ho river, in the eoutherii part of 
the Liulf of Fechili to intercept tho 
trau9port ot troops from tho boulh via Ihu 
Grand C-inal to 'I'ienlain. A .lapiiicee lleet 
of Hoventrcu ships is now hlockailing the 
Gult ot I'echili. Prince Kun;^ ia f»voraljle 
to foreigners and tho woatoru dcvelopiiii nt 
of the ChinoHo empire. French Iroop'i are 
massing in Tonquin." 

^V.^Ml I.NCTO.N , Ucc. .3 — Olil nala here who 
have been cloaely watohinx the ptogrcsj of 
the war in the Kast are puzzled to account 
for the landing of ,5, DUO Japaneie troops at 
Possoit bay, which lies directly ou tho east- 
ern boundary between Korea and tho Rus- 
sian maritime provinces. It is not believed 
any Chinese troops are in the neighborhood ; 
the country is too rugged and barren to 
warrant the plan nf marching troops over- 
land clear across Korea to join the army 
advancing on Moakden, and it la not oonsid 
ered conceivable that the Japaoete are pre- 
paring to resist a possible advance \>y Ruasiau 
troops from the North into Korea. The 
purpose of the other movement reported 
from Tientsin, tbe reoonnoitering of tbe 
Japanese fl^et off the Chinese ooasb near 
Sbanhaikwan, is more reasonable and ap 
parent. Shanhaikwan lies on the boaadary 
between the Chinese provinces of Manchuria 
and Chili, at the eastern end of the great 
wall which traverses China. It is directly 
on the railroad between Tientsin to Monk- 
d6n,and ia a place of great strateKetio advan- 
tage. Should the Japanese effect its cup 
tnreand land an army there will be nothing 
In the way of a rapid advance on Pekin, th 
capital, and unless the Cbineae resistance is 
more formidable than it haa been so far the 
march could be made in a week or ten days. 

Prince Kung who has boon re- 
called Rud placed at tlio head 
of the privy council, ia said, by dip 
lomata to bo ono of tho ablest and moat 
adroit BtntPfiDcn of the Chinpao ciiiniro, Ho

dynusry. In April, ISSt, tho emperor dia- 
missed him in diagroce, aaaerting that prob 
ably on acnnunt of broken hoallh ho hid 
neglected hia dutiea. He has since recover 
ed, however, and though he ia now in the 
E'lCtieR is a -id to bo a vigornus, alert man 
He haaalw.ya opposed Li Hudi( Chang, and 
hll reatoraiKin Is taken to mean the »h- 
oeodancy 02 hia party over the viceroy.

TEERIBLH3 CYCLONE. 

Tho IBnslnPBS Part of an Arkanaaa Totvn 
iwept by Wind Amid the Xnrld Ulare 
of Ll(;htiiini;. 

Little Book, Ark , Oct. .'!.— A terrible 
oyclono awopt. over tho businosa portion of 
this oilY at 1 -AO o'clock laot nii;ht. .Siiortly 
after dark a heavy atorm cimo from the 
west, accompanied by vivid flaahca of light- 
ning. The skies suddenly cleared and tho 
atorm was thought to ba over v.-hen aud- 
donly a hoivy gale from tho aouthweat 
appeared and for three minutea tho ciiy 
was in the throes of death and doatruo 
tion. The wind waa terrific in tho ex- 
treme. Trees, telegraph, telephone and 
oleotric light polos, were uprooted and 
carried a distance of 200 yards. The loofs 
of about 30 of the largest buildings in tho 
city wore torn away and hurled against tho 
buildirga on tho opposite aide of the atroota, 
leaving the occupants and properly 
within to tho mercy of tho drench- 
ing rain which began falling in 
torrents shortly afterwards. When tho 
cycloaa oeised It was discovered that the 
reaideDoe portion of the city had entirely 
escaped, t>uti Main acreet to Third and 
Matkbam atreeta, and from Centre to Cum- 
berlaod, and Second from Cumberland, were 
almost total wrecka. This territory covers 
the principal buainesa portion of the town. 
Tlio W«8 ern Union Telegraph otiico ia 
located lu the centre of this district, The 
building was wrecked beyond reoognitloD, 
the operators at work having narrow es- 
capes. 

At 11 o'olook to-uight a message was re- 
ceived from the inBat^'l aaylum, situated 25 
miles from this city, and tho state peniten- 
tiary, just west of the Union depot, calling 
for a corps of physicians and other assist- 
ance.

D. S. CITIZENSHIP. 

Uncle Sam'B Sailors Entitled to It by Gen- 
eral Orders. 

San Franolsco, Oot. 3.— In compliance 
with a recent act of congress Secretary Her- 
bert has recently promulgated a tjeneral or- 
der which gives to sailors of the U..S. navy 
tbe right of citizonship. This order has 
been forwarded to every vessel of tho navy 
and to each naval station, with instructiona 
that it be published ut general muster and 
copies ooospicnously posted. Tho order sets 
forth the act of ooogreas gr mtitig to enlisted 
men of the navy tho right ol citiz ;nahip 
after five years' service, without any pre- 
vious doolaration, tho aamo oa provided for 
in the case of tho United States army and 
marine corps. The granting of the aulTrago 
to the United States t3avy will permit about 
two-fifths of tho enlidted men to bicomo 
oilizons, and already a largo number have 
procured their citizenship papers, both in 
this ci ty and at tlio county seat nf Solano 
county. It ia reported from tho Now York 
navy yard that fully 1,000 Bailors have se- 
cured their papers eirico Secretary Herbert's 
order liiis been ieaued.

\ I?y-Law to Enable the Corporation of 
thu City of Victoriii to raise the sum 
of 8150,000 for Water Works Pur- 
poses. 

Whoroaa it la expodlont and necossary to 
raiao a sum of money for extendlnR and im- 
proving tho supply of water of tho water works 
of tho City of Victoria to the Inliabltnnta 
thereof, and for that purpose to ralso by way 
of loan upon tho credit of tho aald city tho aura 
ot 9150.000; 

And whoroas it will require tho sum of 
$7,7:!l to bo raised annually by rate for tho pay 
ont of tho nov/ debt and intorost; 

And whereas tho whole ratable land and 
Improvemonta or real properly of the aald cor- 
poration of the City of Victoria, according to 
the last revised aacesament roll for tho year 
18!ll, la $15,559,370.C0; 

And whoroaa it will require an annual rate 
ot one half ot one mill in the dollar for paying 
such new debt and interest; 

And whereas this By-law shall not bo altered 
or repealed excepc with tho consent ut the 
LioutonantGovomot-ln Council, 

lie it therefore enacted by tho Mnnlcipal 
Council of the corporation ot tho City of Vic- 
toria, as follows : 

See. 1. Itah.-ll bolawfulfor the Mayor of the 
coriiorotion of tho City of Victoria lo borrow 
u|)on tho credit of tho aaid Corporation by way 
of tho dobontureH lioreinaftor montionod from 
any poraon or peraons, body or bodies corpor- 
ate, who may be willing to advance tho same 
as a loan, a auni of money not oxcoading in tha 
wliolo tho aum of SloO.tXX) currency (or sterling 
money, at tho rate of 1.80 2-3 dollars to the ono 
pound atorlingi, and to cause all sums so raised 
or received to be paid Into the bands of 
the Traasnrer ot .the said Corporation, tor tho 
purpose and with tho object hcrellibetore re- 
cited. 

Sec. 2. It shall bo lawful for tho said Mayor 
to cause any number of debentures to be made, 
executed and issued tor sueh suma as may be 
required, not exceeding, however, the sum of 
$150,0(10, either In currency (or sterling money 
at the rate ot 1.86 2-3 dollars to the one pound 
sterling) as may be required, each of the said 
debentures being ot tho amount ot 91,00J or its 
sterling equivalent at the rate aforesaid, and 
all such debentures shall be sealed with tho 
seal of the Corporation and signed by the 
Mayor thereof. 

Sec. 3. Tho said debentures shall bear date 
the Ist day of October, 1894, and ShiUl be made 
payable in ilfty years from the Said date at 
such place, either in Qreat Britain, the United 
States of America, or the Dominion of Canada, 
as may be designated thereon, and shall have 
attached to them ooupons for tho payment of 
tutorest, and the signatures to the interest 
coupons may be cither written, stamped, 
printed or lithographed. 

Seo. i. Tho said debentures shall boar In- 
terest at tho rate ot ii per cent, per annum 
from the date thereof, which interest shall be 
payable bait yearly, at such place, either ii 
Qreat Britain, the United States ot America 
or the Dominion of Canada, as may be ox 
pressed in the debentures and coupons. 

Seo. 5. It shall bo lawful for tho said Mayor 
to canso tho said dobonturea and tho interest 
coupons, either or both, to bo mado payable at 
such place, either in Great Britain, the United 
States of America, or tho Dominion of Canada, 
as may bo desired. 

Seo. C. For tho purpo.so of raialng annually a 
certain apoclllc sum for the payment ot tho in 
torest on the said debonturos during tholr cur- 
rency, there shall bo raised annually the aum 
of Si3,750, and for the purpose of raising annu 
ally a certain spocillc sum for the payment of 
tho debt at maturity, there shall be raised an- 
nually the sum of SU85. 

Sec. 7. The Bald annual sums in tlio next pre- 
ceding paragraph mentioned shall be raised 
and levied in each year by a nito sulllciont 
tliorcfor on all the raUiblo land or improve- 
nienta orroal property in tho Muniolpallty of 
the aald Corporation ot the City ot Viotoria 
during tho continuance ot tho said debentures 
or any of them. 

Seo. 8. It shall be lawful for tho aaid 
Municipal Council from time to tinio lo pur- 
chase any of the said dcbenturca, and such do- 
benturuH niiiiU bu ho e.spre.sscd na to entillo Iho 
said Council to redeem and purchaae tho same 
on i)aying tho amount thereof and tho interest 
due theron at tho date of such purchase to the 
boldor or holders thereof, at any time after 
twenty-five years from the date ot Issuance of 
tho sala debonturos. 

Sec. 9. This by-law shall, before tho lln.al 
pa.saago thoroof, receive the nHsont of the olcc 
tora of tho aald Corporation in the manner pro 
vided for by tho Municipal Apt, 1892, and amend 
monta thoreto, and shall take effect on tbe 1st 
day of October, ISDl, 

Seo. 10. Thin by-law may bo cited for all pur 
poaca as tho " Water Works Loan By law, 181)1.' 

Poeaed tho Municipal Council the 27th day of 
August, 1891. 

Received the assent ot the electors tho 11th 
day of September, 1891.

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KENTUCKY MOONSHINBES. 

"Wbaf Has Been Done to Break Up Xbelr 
Nest-Blg Work Done by the.oaicers. 

Ashland, Oofc. 3.— The largeat gang of 
mooDehinera that ever left the Big Sandy 
valley paeaed through the city yostordny en 
route to Louiavillo, where thoy will bo givon 
early hearings in the U.S. court. Tho prea 
ent) work of extormination of tho illicit still 
traffic of the upper Big Sandy valloy began 
about six months ago, but the arrests be- 
gan three montba later. Xbe intervening 
time was spent in locating stills atd the 
identifloation of their operators. In tho 
past' six months Groer and hiu depu 
ties have destroyed 37 separate stills 
and thoueanda of gallons of their 
product, commonly dosiqnated as "moon' 
Bhino." Tho have arrested about 125 of. 
fcndera and spoiled numerous others, who 
will bo taken as soon us tho opportunity 
offers. In the capture of the various gangs 
some thrilling work has boon douo and some 
narrow cecipes experienced. Seven oHioora 
are now luiil up for repsira, while about 20 
moonaliinera are iilan regnining their strength 
in various jiila. Some of the men had 
grown old iiDil yray in tho buaineas ; otbera 
liad followed it but a abort while; othtra 
hiid reUiiltd fpirita for the niukcrs and 
others hiul boldly labeled it " oorghum " and 
brought it ont by tho biirrel in push boata. 
Tho boys w ore uuually flona of old operators, 
who were fort^cd into the work from 
childhood, and literally know uothin;;. 
tieveriil v. onien were also amoi:g -ibe lot. 
One of tlicsi! haila from liigli up on Heaver 
creek in Florida county. She waa tbo ruling 
power of one cf the worat gangs in tbo en- 
tire ouilit. iSiio wua a rilla ehoi of tho high- 
est ability and could riiio lilio an iiuliiui. 
Brought up among the mountainw, nlu) p\v- 
took of all their native wildiicss and wua not 
equalled for daring in all that c juntry. iShe 
is of comely appearance and led inuiiy a 
revenue officer a lively chuao in nior? ways 
than one ere she waa bnally nutted. Ilr.r 
still was aeoreted hiijb in tho mcuniaioH 
and was tho most difliculc of acceaa that the 
officers discovered. Here, loo, was had one 
of the most stubborn fights, as the opcratora 
were surprised at their work, and only gave 
np when three of them were dangerously 
wounded and the others were ont of shooting 
material. 



SEATTLE'S TELEPHONE SERVICE 

Burners That It Will Be Oat Off Because of 
Municipal Exactions. 

Seattlk, Oct. 3. — Tho action of tho city 
counoll in passing an ordinance reguiating 
and cutting down the telephone ohargea has 
oansed something of a commotion among the 
odiclala of the Sunait Telephone Company 
both here and at San Fraucieco, tho head 
(|uarters of the company. It was reported 
yesterday that tho company waa about te 
retaliate by discharging its line men and 
other employes, and, unless the council 
backed down, cloaing the plant altogether, 
leaving the people without telephonio ad- 
vintages. Louis Glass, one of the officials in 
San Francisco, has forwarded his report of 
the condition of affaire. 



THE CITY M\KKETS. 

Gradual Increase In the Volume of Business 
—Harvesting Retarded-Game More Plenti- 
ful— Fruits Advanclne:. 

Thia being fair week givoa bueineaa 
an abnonnal impetus, but morchanta report 
trade aa gradually on tho increase. All, 
they say, that ia reciuired to make tbo im- 
provement more appurent is finer weather. 
Kecent changea in the conditions provmt 
farmers from finishing their harveat, and in 
consequence aome anxiety ia being felt 
about tbo standing grain. Very littlo is aa 
heard yot aa to the potato crop from tlio 
outlying diatricts; but it is generally be- 
lieved to be fair, while roots in places aro 
said to be excellent. Tho demand for fresh 
meat is improving owing, no doubt, to tho 
natural demands of tbo people, to ths num- 
ber ot warahipa in K°qu!malt harbor, and 
similar causes. Game is becoming more 
plentiful in the market, but the variety of 
fiab is, oomparatively, not so good. Fruits 
are advancing in price, and in some lines 
are becoming scarce.

"BLUB WITH FERJUEY." 

Astonlaiilngly Berere Statements Made Against 
the Tammany Combination. 

New York, Oct. 3.— Clubbing by the 
police was the snbjeot of yesterday's in- 
quiry by tho Loxow committee. Aliaut 
tifty policemen were preaont. They were, 
aaid Lawyer Frank Moss, officers convicted 
by the board of polioo for clubbing citizan.i. 
" Our object," the attorney continued, " ia 
to show that while there havo been a hun- 
dred oonviotions during tho past three 
years for clubbing, only four dismissals 
have ocoured. We allege that the board 
encouragea olnbbiag by failing to properly 
punish ib," Mr. Goff added that of the four 
dismissals only one waa for clubbing oiti- 
zsnsi- ths other three being for olubbinf^ 
brother officers. Then Goff made ihia 
astounding statement : " Policemen com- 
mit felouiua which would put a civilian in 
prison, and aro punished only by fine. A 
citizen m&y be brined and tho brutal 
officer will only have to fear, probably, a 
tino of thirty days' pay. We call your at- 
tention to the perjury conmiiited when 
these policemen aro brought to trial. To 
quote the language of tho police commis- 
sioners, ' The air at the polioe headquarters 
trial room is blue with perjury.' " iliawyer 
Moas waa sworn, Ho testified that he waa 
counsel for tho Parkhurat aociety and a 
member of tho executive oommiitoo. Ho 
then told of tbo elVoria of tho West Twenty- 
tifth atreut i roporty Oivuera' Aiaociiuion to 
purify tho block. ('apt. AUxiUKiir S. 
Willuima sent hia ward man aiouud to an 
iudinnation mooting of the uaaoci'ition to 
tell iheiii to droj) tho work or ho would 
club them cut of tho preciiiut. Mosa aiid 
ho replied : " Go toll your captain that he 
will expludo dynamite if he tackles ua." 
Then ttie witneas told how Williams b;id 
been brought to trial in July, 1SS7, and 
although tbo evidunco waa complete, ho 
waa acquitted on a lie vote. 



TACOMA'S WATER PLANT. 

CuuBlderable Boodllns; Reported to Have 
Been Done. 

Tacoma, Oot, 3 — It has been reported 
from time to rime that citizens who were

Accomplished This Season- 



Skilful JIaudliiiff of the Tender 
"Thistle" Evokes Warm Praise 
for Her f upalar Skipper. 

Tho Cttuadinu iutornutional bcmndury 
oommiaaion tondor-ship Thistlo, which afttr 
searly six months' abtenoe a>rrivdd baok on 
{Tuesday night with tbe parties oomprislag 
the Northern or Mr. Ogilvio's eeotlou of tho 
inccrnationul boundary oommiBaion, brought 
thopartiea headod by tho f jUnwini; ; Wm. 
O^ilvio, 1) L.S., with J. h. Goto, D. L.S., aa 
first aaaiutttnt and R. 13. Craig , second as- 
sistant ; J. J. Mc Arthur, D.L.S., with his 
aseiatant, Thomas Reilly ; A- J. Brabazin, 
D.L S. , with his assistant, R. C. Courtney; 
A- G. Talbot, U.L.S.,with bis aasiatant, 
W. Small, D.L.S.; and II. H. Roberteon, 
D.L.S. 

During the eoaaon Mr. 0,<ilvit'a party 
woro engnRod muldng a eurvey of tho east 
side of Lynn cunul from thu MendeuhuU 
glacier to Kat/.ihm river, a diatanoo nf 
about sixty miles of coast line, thus cover- 
inc in tho neighborhood of 1,'JUO to 
l,-4tJ0 miles of ground. Mr. Talbol'u 
party were enRaced on tho west 
side of Lynn canal, working from Point 
Couverdon northward to iho JJuvidaon 
glacier, between fifty and sixty miles of 
coast liuo, and westward from Point Cou- 
verdon into Hudson Bay inlet, his work ex- 
tonded westerly oloeo to Glacier bay. Mr. 
Brikbazon'd party were located on (Jlacior 
bay in the first part of the season, Mr. 
MoArtbur's party occupied the field north of 
Lynn oanal, making a pretty thorough sur- 
Tey o f the four passes lesding from the 
headnatera of this canal into the vast coun- 
try unwatered by tbe mighty Yukon. Mr. 
MoArtbnr's operations dnrinj; the season 
were very extensive, covering not leas than 
2,000 square miles of territory. About the 
first wsek in August the partiivs 
working round Lynn oanal had covered 
all tbe ground there, when the 
steamer Thistle moved the whole scc iou, 
Mr. Talbot into Hudson Bay inlet and Icy 
atrait, Mr, Brabazon into Duodaa uud Tay- 
lor bays. Mr. Ogilviu and party with Mr. 
McArthur and party moved on to the outer 
coast. Mr. Of^ilvic, together with Mr. 
Roburtson (who represented tho Canadian 
goveriiiDont on tho American aeotion of the 
commiaaion and whose labors having ceased 
in that connection he j lined Mr. Of;ilvii) 
occupied the outer coast between dyis 
Spencer and ley cape. Mr. McArthur 
v,aa landed in Lituya buy, from wliicH ho 
worked both waya, eastward and 
westward, connecting with Mr. Ogil- 
vie'd work, so that the whole ground from 
Juneau, Alaska, to Mount Falrwealhcr, is 
now pretty thoroughly surveyed. Dur- 
ing tho season nearly 1,000 photo- 
graphs were taken by tbia etction 
of tho ojinuiisri m. Out of this number Mr, 
Ogilvie developed upwards of 750 and ot 
these the failures might bo counted on the 
fingers of one's hand, so that thio part of 
tho commission can justly claim to have 
successfully covered the large section of 
country in which they operated. Tho coast 
line which can be mapped from their labors 
exceeds 500 milea, the entire country cov 
ered exceeding 5,500 fquare miles. Of this 
Mr. McArthur'a portion, ab^ut 2,000, is 
phenomenal. Many of the views are beauti- 
ful in the extreme and tbe photographs but 
poorly express the grandeur of the scenery. 

Tho Thistle was by skilful management 
brought through many diliicult places, no 
tably at tbe mouth of Lituya bay, which is 
extremely diffisult of entrance. This mouth 
Is very narrow — less than a fourtii of a mile, 
and is guarded by the eternal roll of the 
vast Pacific, which stretches from here un- 
broken to the southern ice fields, almost 
from pole to polo it might bo said. The 
Thittlo catered the bay on the 27th of 
jiuguBt and remained in it until tho l'J> h of 
Srptenib. r During this timo the crow and 
Mr. M- Arthur's party revelled on atraw- 
borriia, wh'x'li were large, well-flavored and 
nb -indat t !)syond conctjjlion. Tie chief of- 
ficor of tho Tliiotle brought down two 
or three boxes tilled with tho 
planti, which he iutondato brjd and cultivate 
lu Victoria. Tlio Thistle while acting as 
tender to this part of the commission, from 
tho time of her departure last April till her 
return steamed upwards of 7,000 milts, and 
she can proudly boast — if a ship c^n boast 
at all— that she has been in every bay and 
anchorage V otwren Juneau and Yakutat,eome 
bf them c'"'.rted, many of them apparently 
hitherto unknown. By way of oontrastitmay 
bs moDtioned that the United ticates coast 
survey ship I'atteraon landed Mr. MoQratb, 
of that eervice, in Lituya bay, but instead cf 
entering the bay lay to outside until a 
favorable opportunity presented itself, and 
Mr. McGrath was landed from the steam 
launob, when tho ahip, though much more 
powerful than tho Thistlo, lay to olT tbe 
coast iu tho open ocean for fourteen daye, 
until Mr. McGrath cotnpletcd his opera- 
tious, when underfavorablo ciroumHtancea the 
launch embarked liini again and tho voaael 
took her departure. It, may bo stated that 
iogreaa or egresa to tho bay is only ponailile 
during a few iiiinutea of alack water at ebb 
und Ibw, aa tlio tide ruidiing in or out 
cauHua a current which an Atlantic liner 
could not atand. At ndd-lidu tho ruah and 
roar of tho wattra can be hoard teveral 
niilea, like a great rapid in Bome 
mighty river. Added to this, the 
ship channel ia only "JID feet wide, fringed 
on both aidcB by dar.goroua roclis, and runa 
nljliquely acroaa the month of the bay. 
Above this ia tho mighty aurf of tho Pacific 
oneaii, which may pilch a venaol on to ouo 
of tho rocks, sealing her doom. I'Vom thia it 
will bo seen that tho bay cannot be entered 
at all with any degree of safoty during the 
continuance of a storm. 

Capt, Arthur, in command of the Thistle, 
proved himself a careful, prudentt fearless 
navigator, taking tho bhip safely Into and 
ont of all the bays and anchorages, though 
many of them were entirely unknown to 
the people livteg in that seotion of 
the country, at least as far as 
oould be learned by the members of the com- 
mission. His conduct as oommandor of the 
ship so approved itself to the whole com- 
mission that with one voice they voted him 
an address of appreciation and a souvenir 
soarfpin aa a memento of their admiration of 
his sailorlike qualities. The address was' aa 
follows :
